Great Majority of Successful

Nonpartisan Control Assured, and 
Prospect Is Traction 
Question Will Be 
in Safe Hands. 


The new city council is safe from the “ gray 
wolf’’ element, and the results of yesterday’s 
election assure that the problem of consid- 
ering the extension of the street railway 
franchises, which expire within four months, 


of seventy of the new body but thirten — 
the black mark stamped on undesirable c 
acters by the Municipal Voters’ league. 

There are fifty-six aldermen, including 
holdovers and newly elected men, who carry 
the league’s indorsement. One member, 
James M. Daily, who was elected from the 
Fourth ward, has been neither indorsed nor 
severely condemned. ‘ 

A nonpartisan organization of-the new 
council is assured, the majority of the mem- 
bers having signed special agreements to this 
effect, and the nonpartisan committee, con- 
sisting of three members for each party, al- 
ready having been appointed to begin im- 
mediate work in the drafting of a committee 
slate free from political bias.

“Gray Wolves’? Meet Defeat. 

The election marked almost the final hunt 
of the ‘‘ gray wolf’’ remnants. They met 
defeat everywhere, and their ranks will show 


| many vacancies. Of nineteen candidates 


whose defeat was urged by the league only 
five sueceeded in getting into council seats, 
Ald. Nathan T. Brenner, branded as one of 
the worst, went down under a plurality of 
299 votes. Stanley H. Kunz’s man in the 
Sixteenth, August C. Klafta, was buried 
under a landslide of 1,731 votes, the plurality 
secured by the imdependent candidate, aimed 
directly against the Kunz control—V. J. Joz- 
wiakowski. Mike’’” McInerney, whose 
voice has roared in the council chamber for 
made 
against him, was defeated by the narrow 
‘margin of 114 votes. 
Brenner and McInerney contests are expect- 
ed to result, but the two will be fought to a 
finish before the election authorities. 

In the Thirteenth ward Frank McDonald, 
brother-in-law of Ald. ** Mike’’ Kenna, was 
roundly defeated, being buried under an 
avalanche of votes which went to reélect 
Ald. John BE. Scully, bearer of the league’s 
indorsement. 

In the Fourteenth ward ex-Ald. Charles F. 
Swigart was given a trouncing which is ex- 
pected to end his political career, and out in 
the Twenty-eighth ‘‘ Little Mike”’ Ryan's 
efforts to continue a council career, broken 
some years ago, were of no avail, he being de- 
feated by the league's candidate, Adolph 
Larson. 

Cullerton Survives Avalanche. 

There were some surprises along the line. 
“BEd” Cullerton again survived all attempts to 
end bis aldermanic career and continues to 
hold the seat from the Eleventh ward. Ald. 
Litzinger, strenuously supported in the cause 
of good government, was defeated in the 
Fifth ward by Thomas Rooney, who bears 
a mark that is most black. Rooney's plural- 
ity was but 541 votes, and contest may 
‘result. Ald. Keeney, too, defeated in 
the Twenty-seventh, although Silas P. 
Leachman, who was victorious over him by 
870 votes, may have to defend himself ina 
contest. Leachman, however, has | See 
the league platform. 


Socialist Wins in Thirty-third. 

The surprise of the day came from the 
Thirty-third ward, and by the result the 
socialist party now will have a representative 
in Chicago's council. Here, WiHiam John- 
son, out and out socialistic candidate, de- 
feated both the republican and democratic 
nominees, his plurality being 228 votes. 
Talk of a contest sone prevails in this dis- 
trict.

| HUNGER A STRIKE FACTOR 


FAMINE THREATENS HOLLAND 
AS RESULT OF WALKOUT. 


Supplies of Food from Outside Cat Of 
by the Cessation of Transportation 
—Bakers Ordered to Quit Work and 
Bread May Be Impossible to Obtain 
~Firms, Unable te Ship Goods, Lock 
Oat Enurployes — Situation Grave — 
Cabinet in Peril. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

AMSTERDAM, April 7.—The hunger of the 
people of Holland may become an important 
feature of the railway strike, and already 
famine seems insight. With supplies of food 
cut off by the practical cessation of trans- 
portation by land amd water the situation 
was bad enough, but today came a general 
strike order to the bakers, an@ if it is followed 
out only aday or two will place the country 
in a desperate condition. 

The strikers as a whole are firm as ever, 
although some desertions were reported to- 
day. The railway companies claimed that 
large numbers of former workers have ap- 
plied for their old places and have been em- 
ployed. The labor leaders deny that these 
desertions have been serious; and point to 
the fact that both railway and water trans- 
portation are at almost an absolute stand- 
still to prove their claims. . 


Troops Ready to Combat Mobs. 

Troops are under arms in all important 
cities amd are ready for instant service. The 
few trains runnning are accompanied by 
guards of military. So far there has been 
little serious rioting, although a few clashes 
between the strikers and tire authorities have 
taken place. 

Should the howewer, and 
the pangs of hunger make themselves felt. 
most serious trouble is predicted not only 
from the strikers but from the others who 
will be deprived mot only of their, employ- 
ment but who will be unable to obtain the 
hecessaries of life. 


General Lockout Now Gaia. 

While as yet only a few classes of work- 
ers are idle as a result of the strike, there 
are grave predictions for the future. Lock- 
outs by wholesale are assured, as employers 
unable to secure or deliver goods find that 
they must abandon business until trans- 
portation is resumed. The associations of 
carting contractors, transport companies, 
and master bargemen today issued a proc-. 
lamation that, inasmuch as the situation 
renders the continuance of work impossible, 
a general lockout will be enforced tomorrow. 

A general lockout will be proclaimed to- 
morrow by all the local ship owners and 
warehouse companies, and traffic at 
port will be entirely stopped. 


Lawmakers Study Problem. 

In the capital, The Hague, the states gen- 
eral, which is the national lawmaking body. 
is in constant session, discussing: the strike. 
Queen Wilhelmina has hurried to the cap- 
ital to watch the situation, and the political 
situation 4s such that many predict a cab- 
inet overthrow. 

In certain the. locomo- | 
tive engineers have offered to go back to 
their engines. It is believed in certain po- 
litical circles that this will break the back- 
bone of the strike. | 

Some of the local train service has been 


partially restored, but the government will 


net guarantee the mail services to Germany 
and Belgium. 

The soldiers are kept in the blockhouses, to 
be called out in case of emergency. 

The metal workers followed the bakers on 
strike this afternoon. They were ordered 
out in sympathy with the other workmen. 

Seventy per cent of the total number of 
railway men are on strike, in addition to the 
3.000 men from the railway repair shops of 
the companies and other workmen who have 
gone on sympathetic strike. This city is 
being patrolled by the police, the civic guard, 
and the regulars. Reports of disorders are 
exaggerated grossly. 


States General in Session. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

THE HAGUE, April 7.—The states gen- 
eral resumed the discussion of the anti- 
strike bills this afternoon. The chamber 
was crowded. The streets in the vicinity 
were occupied by dense crowds, but there 
were no disorders. The socialist members 
were all’in their seats When the chamber 
was called tojorder. The government is be- 
coming anxious over the situation, The po- 
litical situation is critical. 

Queen Wilhelmina, accompanied by Prince 
Henry, left Castle Loo today and arrived 
this evening at The Hague. The royal party. 
had ordinary ‘tirst class eompartments and 
troops guarded the line all the way. 

Some engineers on the railways have been 
returning to work gradually. T'welve mem- 
bers of the national defense committee left 
here for foreign countries today in search of 
financial aid for the strikers. Henri Polak, 
the leader of the diamond workers, started 
fur London on the same mission. 


Dock Laborers Quit Work. 

ROTTERDAM, April -7.—At a meeting of 
3,000 dock laborers late last night it was re- 
solved to make commoncause with the strik- 
ing railroad men, but it also was decided that 
order must be preserved, so as to give the 
government no excuse for the adoption of 
harsh measures. One hundred men were 
told off to act as pickets, with instructions 
not to use violence. 

Workmen «employed in the building trades 
threaten to join im the strike. 

The warship Holland is moored@eoff the town 
and 1,000 soldiers have arrived here. The 
river is being patroiled by steam picket boats. 

An attempt was made to wreck a passen- 
ger train which left here during the night. 
A tie was placed across the line, but the 
wheel of the engine threw it off andthe train 
remained on the rails. 


Cut Off from the World. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ANTWERP. April 7.—The Dutch.authori- 
ties have notified the Belgian government 
that they will not guarantee an international 
train service because of the railway strike. 
Passengers on their way to HoMand are 
turned back at Roosendaal. No mails were 
received from Holland this morning, and 
that country is practically cut off from the 
business world. 


General Strike in Rome. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, April 7.—A general strike in ali 
trades, was prociaimed here today because 
the demands of the printers for an increase 
in wages and shorter working hours was 
not granted. The strike is to begin tomor- 
row. 

Troops are patrolling the streets and oth- 
ers are under arms in barracks, but there 
has been no hostile demonstration from the 
strikers. The shops were open as usual. 

The only assemblages that were prohibit- 
ed were indignation meetings of strikers in 
inclosed places and public meetings. 

The government is determined to allow the 
liberty to strike, but will also insure liberty 
for those wishing to work. Seven thousand: 
more troops have arrived, principalMy cavalry, 
who are being kept in readiness. Mounted 
patrols are inspecting the outlying quarters, 
keeping in constant touch with the main

The vote of 281 to 228 by which the election 
of the nationalist deputy, Syveton, was in- 
validated carried with it a vote of centidence 
in the government in return for the promise 
to again open the Dreyfus affair. 

This was mainly due to two facts brought 
out by the socialist leader, M, Jaures, in the 
course of the debate. Oneisa falsified docu- 
ment bearing alleged annotations by the 
German emperor which were férgeries and 
which helped to convict Dreyfus, and the 
other is that the létter written by Gen. 
Peltlieux to M. Cavaignac when the latter 
was war minister in 1898 was suppressed. 


Suppressed Letter of Pellieux. 


This letter was written just after the dis- 
covery of Col. Henry’s forgery, and reads as 
follows: 

Duped by mem without honor, 
longer to count om the confidence of my 
subordinates, without which it is impossi- 
ble to comrmand, and om my side being una- 
ble to feei confidence in those of my chiefs 
who have made me work with forgeries, I 
ask to be retired.’’ 

M. Jaures’ speech in the chamber today 
constantly lashed the nationalists to the 
highest pitch of fury, the chamber resound- 
img with cries of “ traitor!’ “ liar,”’ ** go io 
Berlim!’ and other shouts, the 


speaker’s voice. 


Gen. Andre Promises Inquiry. 
M. Jaures bad hardly left the tribune be- 
fore War Minister Andre plunged into the 
midst of the bitter, angry debate then pro- 


ceeding and announced that the government 


was ready to open an administrative inquiry 
and aid in the widest investigation of the 
truth regarding the Dreyfus case. | 

Gen. Andre declared that the honor of the 
army was not involved, but that the con- 
science of the country was greatly disquieted 
by the appearance of extenuating circum- 
stances in the judgment on a crime of the 
nature of which Dreyfus was accused. He 
said he did not wish to take sides and was 
ready to proceed with an investigation, and 
he would seek the assistance of magistrates 
in the examination of the dossiers. 

The remainder of the debate was mainly 
taken up by former Miftister of War Cavaig- 
nac, who attempted to explain the suppres- 
sion of Gen. Pellieux’s letter, 


Triumph for Jaures. 


‘After the invalidation of M. Syveton’s elec-. 


tion had been voted the debate was continued 
on the various orders of the day which were 
postponed. Finally one was adopted by 250 
votes to 75 declaring confidence imthe gov- 
ernment gnd the determination of the chgm- 
ber not to allow the. Dreyfus case to pass 
from the judicial domain. The chamberthen 
adjourned after sitting until 10:3@p.m. The 
vote was a great triumph for M. Jaures, and 
also means the reopening of the Dreyfus 
case. 

The séssion at the end degenerated into 
vituperation, desk slamming, frantic yelling, 
and in some cases actual “ scrapping.”” The 
assembly finally became tired and adjourned 
until after the Easter holidays, the day for 
reassembling being fixed on April 19.

ERS SEVERELY BEATEN. 


After Being Royally Entertained at 
Hotel the Night Before the Twenty- 
seven Young Men Start Out in Morn- 
ing to Prevent Fraud—George Rad- 
ford Tells of Seeing a Lot of “Shady 
Work,” but Nothing He Could Posi 
tively Identify and Prove. 


Several university students employed as 
watchers at the polls yesterday were severe- 
ly beaten. The twenty-seven young men en- 
gaged in the service say they learned more of 
practical politics from the experience thana 
month of lectures would teach them. 

The students were organized at the request 
of the republican managers by A. R. Hatton, 
a fellow in political science, and Charles Ing- 
bert, a fellow in neurology. Among the vol- 
unteefs for the work were “ Big’’ Maxwell 
of last season’s football team, and Ivison, a 
fellow player. They were sent out in the 
morning by twos to the polling places of the 
First ward. In the afternoon they were as- 
signed to the Twenty-ninth. 


Royal Time the Night Before. 

Monday night they spent at the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel that they might réceive their in- 
structions and be on hand early yesterday 
morning. | 

-“ Such a time as we had there,” said G. B. 
R. Sylla, “ you never saw. e could have 
everything we wanted. Cjgars, cigarets, any- 
thing to eat or drink. The bill for the whole 
bunch there must have been $125.” 

Ten minutes after the polls opened, as one 
of the university men was walking along 
near the polling place at 372 State street, he 
was surrounded and stopped with the de- 
mand, * What are you doing here?’’ On his 
replying that he was attending to his own 
business, the man, who was blocking his 
way, began using abusive language, and 
finally struck him in the jaw. More blows 
followed from others of the crowd, until the 
student, unable to defend himself and bleed- 
ing, got away from his assailants. 

At the same time a second student, sent 
out in company with the first, was attacked 
a block away. and beaten and kicked until 
he had to make his way to the hotel minus 
a tooth and give up the job for the day. Both 
young men refused to identify their assail- 
ants and declined to give their namés. 


Tells of “Shady Work.”’ 

_“ We saw a lot of shady work,” said 
George Radford, “but hardly anything 
that we could swear to specifically and stop. 
Over in the Twenty-ninth ward they were 
buying votes at $leach. The captain would 
bring up a man and give him a name on the 
suspect list. The man would walk up, swear 
in his vote, and the captain would vouch for 
him. As he went up one man gave him a 
little check, another whispered some in- 
structions to him. From what I could hear 
these fellows were told to call tonight at a 
certain number on State street, to rap five 
times, and there to receive their pay. I 
could not catch the number.” 

Ingbert and Maxwell narrowly 
being mixed up in a fight at the polling place 
of the First precinct in the Twenty-ninth 
ward. After the polls had closed the judges 
and clerks were making up the returns, 
Ingbert and Maxwell watching. Suddenly 
three women and two men, one a police- 
man, burst into the room, brandishing knives 
and revolvers, overturning everything. The 
judges and watchers gathered up the bal- 
lots and escaped until the fight had sub- 
sided, when they returned and recounted the 
votes. 

‘“They tallied all right,’’ said Ingbert, ‘‘with 
our first count, so that we know none had 
been lost. I am inclined to think the whole 
thing was a put up job.” |

DAVID B. HILL SCORES 
ROOSEVELT AS GOVERNOR. 


Special Franchise Tax Law Is Denounced 
and Declared Political Expedient Ad- 
vocated by Socialistic Organizations. 


Albany, N. Y., April 7.—President Roose- 


velt, in his official capacity as governor of 


the state of New York, camein for a sound 
berating by former-United States Senator 
David Bennett Hill during his argument as 
counsel for the corporations in the special 
franchise tax case before the Court of Ap- 
peals today. 

Mr. Hill attacked President Roosevelt for 
his course as governor of this state, with 
reference to the passage of the special fran- 
chise tax. He emphatically denied that the 
corporations were responsible for the alleged 
unconstitutiona: features of the lInw, de- 
claring that Gov. Roosevelt himself recom- 
mended them in so many words. 

Gov. Roosevelt he characterized as a man 
of limited experience in the administration 
of state af€airs, and he accused him of 
forcing the sepcetal franchise tax upon the 
legislature as “‘a political expedient,’ at the. 
behest of “‘ certain minor, semi-political and 
largely socialistic organizations—self-con- 


. stituted ofNrresponsible and noisy persons, 


mostly nontaxpayers. assuming a monop- 
oly of the championship of the people’s al- 
leged rights.” 

The bill, Senator Hill declared, was rushed 
through the legislature in three days and 
signed by Gov. Roosevelt without a hearing.

the celebrated Cardinal Fugger. 

Today the Fuggers rank among the media- 
tized houses of Europe, profess the Roman’ 
Catholic religion, of course, and a portrait 
of Prince Fugger, the.-head of the family, 
figures in the Almanach de Gotha of 1894. 

There was a Count Francis. Fugger, who 
married in 1870 a girl of the nameof Eliza- 
beth Roth at Chicago. But the union was 
regarded in Europe as-morganatic, and the 
son born to the union was compelled to bear 
his mother’s name of Roth until the year 
1893, when he obtained from the Hungarian 
government a special decree authorizing him 
to assume his father’s name of Fugger, but 
not his title, or even his ciara 4 partiele of 
von.’”’ 

The Wiirtemberg government subsequent- | 
ly created him an ordinary noble, and twoor 
three years ago Leo XITI., who already! had 
invested him with honorary ‘office of

This, however, does. hot: in any way 
prove his position in Germany, where hestill 
continues to be regarded as the issue of a 
morganatic alliance. He cannot use his 
father’s predicate of ‘‘ erlaught,’’ or “* serene 
highness,’’ nor inherit his seat in the Ba- 
varian house of lords, nor yet the family 
estates, which, together with the chieftain- 
ship of his branch of the Fugger family, will 
pass at the death of his father to the latter’s 
younger brother, George, who, married to 
Countess Montgelas, eu a little boy of the 
name of Hans. 


It is not only with ca that the vatican 
is having trouble, but likewise with Monaco, 
and the relations between Leo XIII. and the 
prince of ‘‘ rouge et noir '’ are strained. This 
is due to the fact that the pope has declined 
to appoint any one of the three candidates 
nominated by the prince to the vacant bish- 
opric of Monaco. 

The part proprietor of the greatest public 
gambling establishment in the world, who 
derives all his revenues from that source, is 
hardly qualified, one would imagine, to rec- 
ommend any suitable person for the office of 
bishop of a diocese. 

Yet the prince enjoys this prerogative as 
sovereign of Monaco. In view of his private 
life, it is scarcely to be wondered at that his 
choice should not have met with the approval 
of. the holy father, and, as the prince de- 
clines to suggest the names of any other can- 
didate, the bishopric of Monaco remains for 
the present vacant. This is perhaps just as 
well. For it is not quite seemly that the 
church by maintaining a bishop at Monaco 
should. appear to give its ecclesiastic sanc- 
tion to the existence of the public gambling 
at Monte Carlo. 

It onitins that after all Sig. Prinetti, the 
able minister of foreign affairs at Rome, 
will be able to resume shortly the duties of 
his office. It may be remembered that he 
was stricken by paralysis during an audience 
with the king two or three months ago, and 
it was feared that his permanent retirement 
from public life would beinevitable.

For the Patria of Rome, which is the organ 
of the premier, commenting on the attitude 
and language of the Tribuna, declares in un- 
varnished language that “‘ if these utterances 
indicate personal antipathy and incompati-

All good 
Americans regret and deplore them, and the 
war department has taken every step fn its 
power to punish the offenders and to prevent 
or Minimize the chances of repetition of the 
offense. 

“Rut these offenses were the exception 
and not the rule. 

“As rapidly as the military rule was ex- 
tegded over the islands by the defeat of the 
ingurgents, just so rapidly was it replaced by 
the civil government. At the present time 
the.civil government is supreme and the army 
in the Philippines has been reduced until it is 
sufficient merely to provide against the recur- 
rence of trouble. In Gov. Taft and his asso- 
ciates we sent to the Filipinos as upright, as 
conscientious, and as able a group of admin- 

tfators as ever any country has __ been 

with having. 


Congress Aids Islanders. 

"The congress which has just adjourned 
has passed legislation of high importance 
and great wisdom in the interests of the 
Filipino people. First and foremost, it con- 
ferred upon them by-law the present ad- 
mirable civil government; in addition it gave 
them.an exeellent currency: it passed a 
measure allowing the organization of a 
native, constabulary, and it provided, in the 
interests of the islanders, for a reduction of 
25 per cent in the tariff on Filipino articles 
brought to..this country. I asked that a 
still further reduction should be made. It 
was not granted by the last congress, but I 
think that in some shape it will be granted 
by the next. And even without it the record 
of legislation in the interests of the Filipinos 
dg. one with which we have a right to feel 
great satisfaction. 

* Moreover, congress apropriated $3.000.- 
900, Icllowing the precedent it set when the 
people of Porto, Rico were afflicted by sua- 
den. disaster; this money to be used by the 
Philippine government in order to meet the 
distress occasioned primarily by the terribte 
éattle disease which aimost annihilated

INQUIRY IN EMBASSY SQUABBLE. 


Germen Foreign Office Making Investi- 
- gation of Difficulty Between Am- 
bassador and Attaches.

BERLIN, April 7.—It was learnéd here to- 
day that the German foreign office has insti- 
tuted an inquiry into the recent events at 
the Germany embassy at Washington ‘which 
culminated in the return to Germany of the 
military and forestry attach¢s. The inquiry 
is, being made for the purpose of placing the 
responsibility on the proper shoulders. The 
result of the investigation will not be known 
for several days. ibaa 
So far as the government is aware 
‘the incident arose through a miscon- 
ception by the embassy officials of 
Baron von Sternburg’s diplomatic char- 
acter. They did not sonsider him 
as an ambassador because he was designated 
only as a minister extraordinary on a special 
mission. It is quite well known, however, 
both here and in Washington that he was an 
ambassador, and the embassy officials, in- 
cluding their wives, it is held, should have 
acted accordingly. 

Nobody has yet been recalled in connection 
with the matter, which is considered purely 
one of @tiquette, but the forestry attaché 
forthwith asked permission to quit the diplo- 
matic branch of the service and to return to 
his forestry duties in Germany. This fre- 
quest was granted. 

It is not true that the consul general at New 
York has been or will be recalled, as the 


Baron von Sternburg ts right in his conduct.

MURDER REVEALED BY GHOST. 


Apparition Is Seea by Men Before They

Washington, D. C., April 7.—Admiral Walk- 
er’s estimate of the number of men to be em- 
ployed on the Panama canal when the United 
States formally shall have entered upon the 
project is 30,000.

A representative of 
the Philadelphia house appeared at the de- 
partment today armed with a large package 
of papers containing charges, with samples 
~of the pads the Washington stampmaker 
furnished, These pads were opened by Mr. 
Bingham, who showed they were below the 
grade of goods provided for in the contract. 
Mr. Bingham said his company had been 
engaged in the mahufacture of goods of this 
class for three generations, and it had never

Caracalla, the tyrant. 
ARACALLA was one of the bloodiest 
(7 tyrants that ever lived—profiigate and 
murder loving. By wanton murderand 
massacre he put out of the world tens, 
perhaps hundreds, of thousands of people. 
The most cruel exactions and insults came 
from. this man who‘ never loved any one.”’ 
He delighted to cause fear. To tremble be- 
fore his studiedly flerce air was to him the 


- gweetest flattery. He was as heartlessly . 


cruel as Nero, and in a coarser, less poetical, 
way. e and his brother Geta hated each 
other fram their infancy> This caused their 
mother; the beautiful Julia Domna, and 
their father, Severus, the first and greatest 
of. the emperors whom the soldiers raised 
to, power, the greatest sorrow. Severus had 
secured, with great labor and cemented 
with blood, his position, and the quarrels of 
his sons boded ill to his wish for a continua- 
tion .of his lina He conferred upon them 
when yet mere children, therank of Augusti, 
making their slightest word law, and the 
Roman world had for the first time three 
emperors. He had celebrated yearly 
throughout the empire the festival of broth- 
erly love, Philadelphia, and had a lying 
medal” struck off representing them with 
clasped hands. They were with him at 
York, England, when he died. They hastened 
home, traveling as enemies. The house of 
the Ceesars was divided, and made into 
two strongholds, in which they fortified 
themselves, one against another. They met 
only in their mother’s presence, and it was 
when enticed thither on pretense of a 
reconciliation that Geta was murdered in 
his fhother’s arms. Caracalla rushed to the 
soldiers, who loved Geta, pretending that 
he had been attacked, and promised to di- 
vide with them—he did it—the immense board 
his father had collected. He murdered 20,- 
000 people who were, or might have been, 
Geta’s friends, and soon consecrated the 
sword with which he had murdered his 
brother. He ran over much of the world 
committing atrocious crimes and doing ir- 
reparable damage. What he accomplished 
that was good he did for most selfish reasons. 
The ruins of the baths of Caracalla are 
next to the Colosseum, the grandest ruin 
in Rome and the largest in the world. He 
was murdered April 8, 217. when he was 

barely -20, by a. discomtented soldier whom

“I'll go with Roy,” she said, and an hour 
later they were married, while the bride, 


overcome by weakness and excitement, lay I 


in bed in the flat that Naylor had fitted up 
for her. 
Stepfather Is Defied. 


Naylor and Miss Hale becanre engagéd 


several months ago. but when they an- 
nounced their intention Mr. Hill objected. 
On Friday of last week the young folks de- 
cided to defy Hill. Naylor secured a mar- 
riage license, and in the evening called: for 
Miss Hale, and together they started out to 
find a clergyman. 

At West Harrison street’ and Taylor ave- 
nue, in Oak Park, near the girl's home, they 
were struck by a trolley car and picked 
up in an unconscious condition. On be- 
ing taken to the County hospital, it was 
found that neither had been seriously in- 


jured, and Naylor was discharged the next | 


day.

“You'll not marry fer if I cam help it,” 
cried Hill, and then to the clerk he. said: 
‘* That girl is my: stepdaughter and I have 
the right to her custody.”’ 

“But I have the best right,” was Naylor’ s 
retort. Here is. my authority,’’ and he 
produced the marriage license. 

“I guess that’s rignt,”’ said Clerk Purvis. 
** Take her and God biess you.”’ 

Naylor, Miss Hale, and the Rev. Mr. Ham- 
ilton climbed into a carriage and they were 
driven to their flat at 12 North Forty-eighth | 
avenue.

{BAD SHOWING IN STEEL. 


TRUST REPORT FOR MARCH FAR 
BELOW INSIDE PROMISES. 


Public Advised to Buy on Promise of 
Record Breaking Showing Which 
Proves to Be $2,000,000 Below Cor- 
responding Month Last Year— 
Heavy Liquidation in High Grade 
Securities Another Disquieting 
Feature—Bankers Urge More of It. 


-[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. |] 

NEW YORK, April 7.—[pecial.]—Today’s 
market was dull and dragging almost from 
beginning to end. In the early morning ses- 
sion the endeavor was made to stimulate 
activity by concentrating bidding up of 
prices around the room, but inasmuch as the 
only tangible effect of this was to increase 
the supply of long stock coming out into the 
market the endeavor promptly was aban- 
doned. Then: the market stood practically 
still, and shortly after noon developed heavi- 
ness under the léad of Steel trust stocks and 
‘some higher priced issues. 

A feeble rally showed just before the close, 
but it was not sufficient to offset the earlier 
losses. Probably the most depressing factor 
of the day was the development of pro- 
nounced heaviness of Steel trust shares, the 


|} reason for which was not clear until after the 


statement for a period ended March 31 was 
made public. This greatly surprised the 
street, for the important Interests of the 
company have been telling newspaper finan- 
cial writers the figures were record breakers. 
They showed a decrease of over $2,000,000 as 
compared to the corresponding quarter a 
year ago, the total figures being $24,056,1 


Sagainst $26,715,457 a\year ago, and at lez 


$28,000,000 “confidentially predicted.” 


The figures published are not too pleasant 
reading for the general public which lately 
has been buying in a fairly generous man- 
ner on these stocks, being led largely to these 
purchases by the now proven false assur- 
ances of “ record” earnings. It has given 
Mmsiders clear action in the securities, and 
especially today the public was given the 
tip to buy. In other words, when the glow- 
ing accounts of earnings were being cir- 
culated inside stock was being sold under 
cover of the strength this created.

Grain Fleet to Sail This Week 
Despite the Strike of

ENGINEERS AGREE 


Furniture Packers in

Before the close of. the week the 3,000,000 
bushels of grain that have been tied up in 
the river for the last two weeks will be 
shipped to Buffalo and eastern ports. The 
vessel owners have secured nonunion fire- 
men to take the places of the strikers and 
expect to send out five boats today. 

Indications are that the strike has been 
broken. There is a growing unrest among 
the men, and their officers have opened ne- 
gotiations for a settlement. The marine 
engineers have refused to join in the strug- 
gle and will offer no objection to working 
with nonunion firemen. Even the national 
representatives of the firemen have lost. 
heart. 

Business Agent Kiffen “of the Chicago 
strikers went to Edward Hines of the Lake 
Carriers’ association yesterday and offered! 
peace. He was told that no treaty would 
be signed by the carriers, but that they 
were willing to submit the causes of the 
strike to arbitration. He further informed 
Business Agent Kiffen that he had firemen 
enough to man six steamers and that the 
association can handle its business without 
the union. 

2 Firemen Hold a Session. 

Following the meeting the firemen held a. 
stormy session at their headquarters, 63 Kin- 
zie street. A large faction was for immediate 
peace. After the meeting telegrams were 
sent to Buffalo asking advice from the na- 
tional officers. Later in the day a reply was 
received ordering the men to return to work. 
The strike was not declared off.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO SHORT LINE 
18 IN PROSPECT. 


Said to Be Planning a New Route from 
Pittsburg to Boston Which Will Be 
Shorter thazm That of the Vander- 

bilts—A System of Connections 
Forms a Part of the Reported 
Scheme — Statements of Earnings 
and Other Affairs of the Track. 


It is said that the Baltimore and Ohio has 
under consideration plans which, if carried 
out, will result in another line from Pitts- 
burg to Boston—a shorter line than that 
of the Vanderbilts. The statement is made 
that the Pittsburg and Western will be the 
initial line from Pittsburg over the north- 
ern division and connecting with the Brad- 
| ford, Bordell and Kinzua, in which the Bal- 
timore and Ohio is also interested. 

This would carry the route as far as Brad- 
ford, from which point it would be neces- 
sary to build a new road to Elmira. At 
this point connection is to be made with a 
road projected from Binghamton to El- 
mira. 

The distance from Pittsburg to Bradford 
is 194 miles, and thence to Elmira ninety- 


ware, Lackawanna and Western at Elmira, : 
Binghamton—143 miles—would be reached. 
The distance from there to Boston via the 
Delaware and Hudson is 202 miles, making 
a total distance from Pittsburg to Boston 
of 625 miles. 

The Vanderbilt route via Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie and the Lake Shore, New York 
Central, and Boston and Albany is about 
800 miles.. The route of the Pennsylvania 
and the New Haven roads is about 606 miles.
